Speaking on the “Psychology of; 
Adjustment,” Miss Ethel Leeke! 
held the close attention of the wo- 


ing discussion showing how crop control affects various com-| men as she pointed out the neces- 


modities : 

“Crop controls, put into operation by various govern- 
ment agencies, may result in price increases for the grow- 
ers, but that’s an advantage which frequently is nullified 
by the expansion of production, stimulated by the price 
advance, in other unregulated areas. Result: the agricul- 
tural system is thrown out of a natural balance. 

“Such is the gist of a documented report, recently pre- 
sented to the Canners League of California by two offie- 
jials of the Giannini Foundation of Agricultural Economies 
at the University of California—Dr. Carl Alsberg and Dr. 
Harry R. Wellman. 

‘Although the study is specifically related to exper- 
ience in California, the story of cotton is cited as the 
elassic example of what happens when government agen- 
cies try to boost returns for growers. The program for rais- 
ing cotton prices has led foreign growers to increase plant- 
ings to a point where world production has risen 75 per 
cent in the past five years. American cotton, which for- 
merly constituted 63 per cent of the total output, is now 
only 46 per cent. 

“In California, state controls on the asparagus crop— 
limiting production and raising returns—are found large- 
ly responsible for the fact that only 70 per cent of the do- 
mestic total of canned asparagus is now packed in the 
Golden State compared with a former 90 per cent. 

“The cling peach industry in California has had a com- 
paratively long experience with control measures. The 
analysis finds that peach growers have enjoyed higher re- 
turns but at the sacrifice of a part of their market. Con- 
sumption of canned pears and apricots has gained in rela- 
tion to cling peaches, and the pack of freestone peaches 
has increased from 62,000 cases in 1932 to more than 1,000,- 
000 in 1937. 

“Lemon control in California has delivered high re- 
turns to growers and this has encouraged plantings. One 
fourth of all present lemon acreage has not yet reached 
bearing age and another quarter is only partly in bearing. 
In 1948, when all this acreage comes into bearing, lemon 
by-products will have to be the main outlet. 

“The analysis sums up the results of control on the 
relative positions of the three leading California-canned 
fruits. On a basis of 100 per cent for the average price 
and movement in the seasons of 1927-28 and 1928-29, move- 
ment of peaches in 1936 was 91 per cent and price was 81 
per cent; of apricots, movement was 131 per cent and price 
72 per cent; of pears, movement was 160 per cent and price 
67 per cent.”’
